Then, again, we have left’ much 
behind in the Road of Life, all the 
fear and superstition, that used 


now deeply, imbedded in us al}. |. 


to ¢ramp our mind and spirit. 
Knowledge is power and we 
nequire, it by going direct ‘to 
Nature to learn of her ways ind 
her processes of change. In a 
word, our task, as earnest seekers 
after the higher truth of life and 
the way of the world, is to clarify 
our minds of the ideas as to the 
social and moral strifes of our 
own day. : ’ 
Notwithstanding all our achieve- 
ments and exploits for the past 
two centuries, we still have got a 
long wiy to gq to reach the final 
goal of Humanity. ' : 
Time was, we looked to the 
aristocrats to be the leaders of the 
world affairs,. but: they had so 
abused their priviléges, trust and 
prerogatives,, that the Princes of 
Commerce and Captains of Indus-
